A public meeting of farmers is 

being arranged to be held in 
Phillips Hall on Tuesday March 
29,at2p.m. The meeting is 
sponsvred by the Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Compaty 
of Canada which will be repres- 
ented by some of their experts 
and officials, Moving pictures 
and slides will be shown’ ex- 
hibiting the most wonderful 
results accomplished by the 
use of chemical fertilizer on 
prairie soils. Ammonium phos- 
phate and triple superhosphate 
which are being used and whose 
influences on crop returns, earl- 
ier maturity and more even 
ripening is well displayed in the 
most striking differences shown 
on the screen.

Cases of measles are often 
contracted early in life just be- 
cause reasonable care is not 
taken. There are still parents 
who, not knowing how dunger- 
ous is, allow their young child- 
ren tc be exposed with the iden 
that they must have measles 
some time and, consequently, 
that the sooner it is over, the 
better. They disregard entirely 
the much greater danger of 
measles contracted in early life 
as compared with its occurance 
in later years. 

It is possible to prevent or to 
render less severe, by means of 
serum treatment, an attack of 
measels if it is known that the 
child has been exposed. Serunt 
is the fluid »art of the blood. 
The person who has recovered 
from measles has in his blood 
certain substances which he 
produced to overcome the dis- 
ease. If some of this individual’s 
blood is taken and injected in- 
to the child who has been ex- 
posed to measles, the protec- 
tion against the disease is tvans- 
fered to the child. 

The best and strongest serum 
is that which is taken from 
patients who have recently re- 
covered from measles, and it 
is called measles convalescant 
serum. If such serum is not 
available then the blood of 
adults is used. Practically 
every adult. has had measles, 
and so in the blood of most 
adults, there will be some of 
the substances which protect 
against measles, 

The serum must be given 
within tive days of exposure if 
measles ie to be prevented, 
Given on the fifth or sixth day 
it will likely modify the at- 
tack, The protection given is 
only temporary and does not 
last for more than a few weeks, 

The great value of the serum 
treatment is to the very young 
children, during the years wher 
as we have pointed out, meuas- 
les is so frequently fatal. Also}, 
the serum is used to advantage 
to protect the child who is ip 
good health and inwhom an 
attack of measles would likely 
be most serious.

Evergreens in the Shelter 
Belt 


Experimental Farms Note 

A shelter belt without ever- 
greens is only a partial shelter. 
Decidious trees will check wind 
and accumuiate snowdrifts to 
protect other plants, but with- 
out evergreens wind, although 
checked, wil] suck through the 
naked branches, whipping the 
good wife’s wash on the line, 
chilling the house and stables, 
and creating the discomfort 
that a cold or chilly draft pro- 
duces, A row or two of ever- 
greens will do much to aug- 
ment the shelter and will, be- 
sides, add a pleasing touch of 
green to a combre-gray ora 
cold white landscape. Again, 
while the evergreens ure slow 
growing on the start they may 
prove longer of life than cer- 
tain decidious species. 

In 1919 the Beaverlodge sub- 
station planted three dozen na- 
tive white spruee aud subse- 
quently added some of this 
species obtained from Indian 
Head, as well as jackpine and 
Scotch pine from the same 
source. All thesé plantings 
have succeeded with but few 
casualties, and the native spruce 
obtained as seedlings ten or 
twelve inches in height, and 
have in less than thirteen years 
attained an average heighth of 
fifteen feet except those that 
were eaten off by rabbits in the 


winter of 1922-23. They are 
somewhat shorter. Starting 


slowly these young spruee ac- 
celerated their rate of growth 
until in certain wet summers 
they stretched up two or two 
and one-half feet in one season. 
During the last two years drier 
weather together with the com- 
petition of adjacent trees in the 
belt has reduced the annual 
growth to twelve to fifteen 
inches,

Views by the 
Hon. Robert Weir 


When the western boom was 
on thousands of people were al- 
lowed to settle on land to farm 
that was never suitable for 
farming, but should have been 
left for ranching.

In the second place, after the 
wir, farmers were encouraged 
to increase livestock holdings 
to the greatest extent to make 
up for shortage on world mark- 
ets but within 12 months the 
value of livestock had hit rock 
bottom, and when values drop- 
ped farmers were obliged to 
sacrifice their stock to meet 
the obligations they had been 
advised to undertake, 

If, in place of forcing farmers 
to sacrifice their cattle, they 
had been encouraged to hold 
them, they could have wiped 
out their obligation. 

Another factor was the cus- 
tom, originating in boom days, 
of Westerners borrowings 
money and undertaking obliga- 
tions, payments on which de- 
pended upon future crops. 

No blame is attached to the 
East or West, It was the natur- 
al result of circumstances we 
could expect to find in any 
country under similar condi- 
tions.
